“We have three sites. known as the 
O’Fallion Park, Baden and Prospect Heights 
sites, and they will be presented in the 
order named. 

“The sites offer sufficient variety of 
topography and location. without getting 
away from the river or sacrificing, other 
SSventages which are peculiar to the North 


nd. 

“One of these is accessibility by steam or 
electricity. 

Another is water supply. 

“We have not raised a cash s, but 
ean do so if the committee desir it. 

‘“"The terms upon which the land not in- 
cluded in O’Fallon Park, which is offered 
free. can be procured.are as favorable as 
those offered by the northwest site com- 

ny yesterday, if not more so. They will 
be explained to the committee in detail. 

“The permanent buildings of the Fair 
oould be located in O'Fallon Park. 

“Our plan contemplates the creation of a 
boulevard system in connection with the 
fair, in which King's highway wouid con- 
mect the World's Fair grounds in North 8t.

MATTOON, IIL, June 5.—Rev. Arthur A.

years to 18 months.

Morse was arrested for carrying on a con- 
fidence game. One of his victims was the 
widow of the late Hon. R. P. Bland. Morse 
was fleeing to South America, although un- 
der heavy bond, and stopped off here to 
visit his wife. He heard a sermon preached 
by Rev. Mr. Wilson and was converted. As 
evidence of a changed life, he returned to 
Missouri and voluntarily surrendered to

Elected Wednesday by the 
Transit Company Directors. 


Former General Manager Baumhoff 
Seems to Be Out—The New Presi- 
dent Says He Does Not Know 
Mr. Baumhoff’s Status— 

The Latter Makes 

«x No Rejoinder. 


Murray Carleton was elected president of 
the St. Louis Transit Co., Edwards 
Whitaker, resigned, Wednesday morning. 
Mr. Carleton said to the Post-Dispatch at 
noon Wednesday, in reply to a question: 

‘‘To be perfectly candid, I do not know 
what Mr. George W. Baumhoff’s connec- 
tion with the company is at this time. Il 
do not know whether he is connected 
with the company, or what he is doing. 
You would better see Mr. Baumhoff him- 


vice 


self. 
‘Everyone knows that Mr. Dupont, the 


second vice-president, has been general 
manager for som® time.”’ 

In business circles it is generally be- 
lieved that Mr. Baumhoff’s connection with 
the transit company was severed about 
four months ago and that he,was al- 
lowed to quietly drop out of sight. 

The transit company § directors 
Wednesday morning in the Security build- 
ing and elected Mr. Carleton president in 
place of Mr. Whitaker, whose resignation 
as president of both the United Railways 
and transit companies was presented at a 
meeting Tuesday afternoon. Mr. Carleton 
was elected to the presidency of the United 
Railways Tuesday. 

Corwin H. Spencer was elected first vice- 
president of both companies, succeeding Mr. 
Carleton. Mr. Spencer has been a director 
sirice the consolidation. 


Judge H. 8. Priest was elected a director 
in both companies, succeeding Mr. Whit- 


met 


aker, who also resigned from the directory. 
Judge Priest was formerly a director, but 
was succeeded by Mr. Delano, one of the 
representatives of Brown Bros. & Co. of 
New York. 

Mr. Carleton said of the changes: 

“Mr. Whitaker's resignation was not un- 
expected, as he has large interests which 
demand his attention. His resignation was 
entirely voluntary, and nothing but the 
most friendly relations exist between him 
and the present officers and directors of the 
company. 

“There will be no change of policy, so 
far as the operation of the road is con- 
cerned. The operation will be left largely 
in the hands of Mr. Dupont, as at present, 
and the extensions and improvements now 
under way or in contemplation will be car- 
ried out. All of the lines of the company 
bn be in first-class shape for the World's 

iir. 

Mr. Carleton said nothing had been done 
toward acquiring the lines of the Suburban 
company and nothing of the ‘kind was in 
contemplation. 

Mr. Whitaker said to the rost-Dispatch: 
“It has been my intention to get out of the 
presidency..of the street railway companies 
as soon as possible. I have my brokerage 
business to attend, you know. I still hoid 
a block of stock in the companies, but am 
no longer either an officer or director. It is 
quite a relief.’’ 

It is understood. that Mr. Whitaker will 
become the head of a large enterprise, but 
its exact character is not revealed. 

The United Railways Co. owns about 400 
miles of street railway in St. Louis, which 
it leases to the St. Louis Transit Co. The 
directors of both companies are practically 
the same. Two of the Eastern directors, 
Messrs. Calhoun and Frazier, were pres- 
ent at the meeting Wednesday. 

Mr. Carleton, the new president of the 
companies, is president of the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. and a director of the Boat- 
men’s Bank. He became a director of the 
United Railways and Transit Companies 
after the consolidation, not having pre- 
viously been connected with the street 


railway business. 
Mr. ‘hitaker was president of the Lin- 
dell Railway Co. for fire or six years prior 
to the consplidation. 
Mr. Baumhoff, when informed of Presi- 
dent Carleton's statement, said he preferred 
not to discuss the subject for the present.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 5.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lulu Prince-Kennedy for the murder 
of Philip Kennedy, her husband of a month, 
fairly began today with the presentation 
of the state's case to the jury. 

Mrs. Kennedy walked into court with 
steady, graceful step and took her seat In

She was neatiy attired in a dark blue 
skirt, white shirtwaist with a long bow 
tle of gauzy stuff at her throat and navy 
blue turban hat trimmed with white silk. 

The prisoner took the chair at the end 
of the table used by her lawyers, C. HL. 
Nearing, Maj. Blake L. Woodson and 
Thomas A. J. Mastin. Her face was toward 
the judge and the spectators were unable 
to get a good view of her features. 

Just behind the prisoner sat Mrs. E. J. 
Leon, her sister. Charles W. Prince, the 
father, zreeted his daughter affectionate- 
ly and they held a short whispered conver- 
sation. 

No murder trial in Jackson County in 
many years has developed a greater de-| 
gree of public interest than this one.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.. June 5.—Lulu Prinee- 
Kennedy is a prepossessing young woman 
of 20 years, and a native of Kansas. She 
is not what you would call pretty, but 
would attract attention anywhere for two 
reasons—a well-rounded figure and a pair 
of most remarkable eyes. 

She stands 5 feet 3 inches in height, 
according to the jail record, but looks to 
be taller. 

Her hair is too dark to be called blonde, 
yet is lighter than the average brunette. 

But those eyes of hers have caused much 
wonder and attracted much attention. 
They are larger than ordinary, beautifully 
poised well back in the head, and have the 
rare faculty of changing color. Their nor- 
mal hue is steel gray, so cold and penetrat- 
ing as to make a person look away quickly 
when turned upon him. Mrs. Kennedy 
appears in: the courtroom in light shirt- 
waists, with ribbons of color about her 
throat. © 
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af want to know now is, why did she do 

The defense proposes to tell why before 
the case is closed. Whetheg or not Mrs. 
Kennedy will take the witness stand will 
depend altogether upon the developments 
of the defense. It cannot be stated si- 
tively, at this time, whether she will re- 
main silent or whether her lawyers will 
let the young woman tell her story. 

The Ew 4 case outside of Kansas City 
is ranked with the notable ones of the last 
year. The prominence of the murdered 
man, who was active in church work and 
who held a clerical position remunerative 
and responsible, and the high standing of 
the dead man’s family, as well as the wide 
circle of acquaintances of the Prince fam- 
ily. heighten the degree of interest even 
when the romantic and dramatic features of 
the case are eliminated from it. 

oT oe Kennedy is said to have loved a 
girl whom he intended to marry as soon 
as he could rid himself of the ties which 
were lence J forced upon him. This - 
lends attractiveness to the story and the 
truth of the hinted love affair may all come 
out during the hearing. 

Whether the young wife killed her hus- 
band merely because she thought he want- 
ed to free himself tn order that he might 
marry another, or whether she really 
sought revenge for a great wrong, are mat- 
ters for interesting speculation. The evi- 
dence of r. Cross, the physician who 
called at Kennedy’s office in her behalf a 
few minutes before the shots were fired, 
supports the latter theory. 

Few expect a verdict of murder in the 
first degree. The defense will fight to make 
a case of justifiable homicide, with the ex- 
pecation of getting instructions for a less 
serious offense. How it expects to establish 
evidence in support of such a theory is 
what the defense will not now tell. 

When asked what the line of defense will 
be. the attornevs for the woman say, as 
they have said repeatedly, that/the public 
will have to wait and see. They are posi- 
tive in their assertions .

His Relatives 
Come to St. Louis. 

This information was spread before the 
Cummins family. The picture in itself was 
conclusive, but the additional information 

‘as so convincing that Mrs. Mary L. Cum- 
haa and her two sons, Holmes and David 
Cummins, boarded a train Tuesday evening 
and came direct to St. Louls. : 

They arrived here at 6:52 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning and were driven at once to the 
Lindell Hotel, where the tragedy occurred 
just a week before. . 

They were assigned to apartments on the 
parlor floor. Mrs. Cummins and David Cum- 
mins remained in their rooms. Holmes 
Cummins went to the morgue to view the 
body. 

For a full minute Mr. Cummins looked at 
the features of the dead in silence. Then 
as he turned away he said in almost an 
inaudible tone: 

“It is my brother Logan.” 

With that he walked slowly out of the 
morgue and returned to the hotel to impait 
the sad news to his mother and brother, 

The body will be taken back to Memphis 
Wednesday night for burial. 


His Future 
Was Bright. 


Logan Cummins was 27 years old a few 
weeks before he ended his life so tragically 


in the Lindell Hotel. He was born in the 
South. and nearly all his life he had lived 


in Memphis. His father. Holmes Cummins, 
a noted jurist. was a man of influence and 
wealth. and he took an active interest in 


politics. He was national Democratic com- 
mitteeman for Tennessee from 1890 to 15+. 

Holmes Cummins died three years ago. 
There were left the widow and three sons, 
Holmes, David and Logan Cummins, 
Holmes and David were engaged in the in- 
surance business. 

At the time of his father’s death Logan 
Cummins held a responsible position with 
a cotton compress company. > 

He was a young man of exemplary habits, 
and his love for his father was striking. 
After his father's death Logan's health 
began to graduallv fail. A vear and a 
half ago he was stricken with nervous 
prostration and he gave up his situation. 


Last Seen in 


Memphis Tuesday. 

He lived with his mother and passed a 
portion ef his time in travel. The family is 
wealthy and the young man wanted for 
nothing. He had money ‘in his own right, 
left by his father, and he could have had 
more had he needed it. 

Despite his continued ill-health he was 
not considered of a morose disposition and 
he always appeared hopeful that he would 
eventually recover. He never intimated tnat 
he intended taking his own life. 

It was a week ago Tuesday that he was 
last seen by any member of the family.

Then he crept softly up- 
stairs and entered the west room, where 
his beautiful daughter, Alma, aged 18, 
son, James, 8, were peacefully sleeping.

AURORA, Mo., June 5.—Mrs. John Stal- 
lion has bees identified as the murderess 
of her pretty 16-year-old stepdaughter, Alice 
Stallion, whose body was found in the 


James river last Wednesday, not far from 
the Stallion farm, near Cafe Fair, Stone 
County. 

The crime has been fastened upon the 
stepmother and her son, a young. man, by 
the confession of the woman's 7-year-old 
daughter, who states that on Monday 
night, the 27th, the son held his stepsister 
while the mother struck her several times 
with a heavy iron poker, crushing the 
skull and killing her instantly, after which 
the body was dragged into the woods and 
covered with brush and leaves, where it 
remained until Tuesday night, when it 
was thrown into the James river for fear 
of discovery by parties searching for the 
missing girl. 

The corpse was discovered and taken from 
the stream Wednesday the 29th, since which 
time every effort has been made to discover 
the murderess, ending by the confession of 
the little daughter. 

The father, John Stallion, was arrested 
for the crime, but it has been proven that 
he was working for a neighboring farmer 
at the time. 

The murderess and her son were taken to 
Galena, the county seat, yesterday and 
lcdged in jail. It is thought, however, that 
both will be lynched, as th® people of the 
whole south part of the county are wild 
for vengeance. It is rumored that both 
were hung today, but no verification of the 
fact can be gained, as no telephone com- 
munication could be secured with Galena, 
owing to prostration of wires by storms.

The burns were dressed in the following 
manner: First, dusted wtth subwitrate: of 
bismuth, then linseed oll was freely po 
on and the parts wrapped in cotton batting 
and a sheet pinned around it snugly, and 
lastly a quilt was wrapped around this. 

‘The child was put to bed and instructions 
were given not to remove the dressing. The 
child complained bitterly all night long, the 
parents thinking that the suffering was due 
to the original burn. 

“About daylight they saw smoke arising 
from the bed; but, being very ignorant peo- 

le, thought it was tne ‘fire leaving the 

urn,’ and did not remove the dressing untit 
later, when the child was dying. Upon Fe; 
moving the dressing they found the sheet 
was scorched, the cotton batting was 
burned almost entirely up (over the 
men) and still sinoldering, The child died 
in a few minutes. 

“There was not the least evidence or the 
remotest possibility of the second fire 
inating from the outside, and there was 
soluteiy nothing used but the bismuth and 
linseed oil.’’ 

Woody gives the following explana- 


“Under the circumstances it must have 
been spontaneous combustion of the linseed 
oil. The bismuth subnitrate and cotton, 
divided finely, distributed the oll and ex- 
posed a large surface to the action of the 
oxygen of the air. The warmth from t 
body added to the heat and hastened the 
oxidation, and the covering confined me 
heat until the oxidation became an 
com bustion.”’

NEW YORK, June 5.—The order of Su- 
perintendent of Immigration T. V. Powder- 
ly received by Thomas Fitchie, the com- 
missioner of immigration for this port, that 
tuberculosis of the lungs is to be consid- 
ered a dangerous contagisi@ &@sease, is 
expected to result tn a large decrease in 


the number of immigrants admitted to this 
country. 

Heretofore immigrants having Tubercu- 
losis of the lungs have been admitted un- 
less the disease was in‘an advanced stage. 
The new ruling makes: the deportation of all 
immigrants having tuberclosis of the lungs 
compulsory. It will necessitate a more 
strict examination for the disease by the 
surgeons: at Ellis Island and the steam- 
ship companies will have to make examina- 
tions fn Europe before accepting steerage 
passengers.

BOER PEACE IS FAR AWAY. 


London Is Not Surprised at Reports of 
Battle of Viakfontein. 
LONDON, June 5.—Military men were not 
surprised when the official story of the 
battle of Vlakfontein came out yesterday.

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A JAPANESE VIEW OF THE WOMAN QUESTION. 


At the opening of the Woman’s University of Japan in 
Tokyo, April 21, Count Okuma made a plea for progress, 
and the complete emancipation of women. 

At the outset the Count laid down the proposition which 
he assumed as axiomatic that ‘the nation would be twice 
as strong if its women were well educated.” 

Gountries in which women are educated he called ‘‘double 
standard” countries. The others had a single stancard. 

Then with Oriental cunning he pointed out the plain fact

For éxample, Tur- 
key, Beypt, Persia and China, whereas the double standard 
like England, Germany and the United States 
were in the lead. 

Speaking of his own country the Count declared that the 
only way to extirpate abuses and correct unwholesome con- b 
ditions was to reform the “ideals of family life,”’ which could 
be effected only by an improvement in the status of women. 

Count Okuma is more liberal on this subject than many 
western thinkers. It would be strange indeed if social radi- 
ealism should strike deepest root in a country so old and 
full of tradition as Japan.

She Claims in Bitter Terms That the 
People of the South Are Forced 
to This by the Northern 
Capitalists. 


NEW YORK, June 5.—Direct responsib- 
flity for the condition of child labor existing 
in southern mills is charged by an Engiish 
woman who has been investigating the sub- 
ject for Samuel Gompers to capitalists and 


mill owners in New York and other north- 
ern cities. The woman is Miss [rene A 
Ashby, and she recently visited Alabama 
ad aneed southern eaten on a tour of in- 
’ On. in sepaking of her experience 
before the Social Reform Club, she said: 

I found that in many miils in Alabama 
and Georgia one-half of the operatives were 
children, and in some cases the age per- 
centage ran as low as 6 or 7. Their ages 
ranged from 6 to 12, and of course beyond. 

he mill owners and proprietors said in 
extenuation that ong 4 had taken these peo- 
pie from their little farms where they were 
i al in conditions of the utmost poverty 
an rought them together in communities 
and made of them an industrial people. . 
_, But the children I saw living On the lit- 
tle farms had bright cheeks and round 
limbs, while those I saw in the mills were 
has ard and wan. 
aving seen these conditions as they ex- 
ist page A throughout the South, I went to 
the capital of Alabama, and with others 
tried to get bills through the Isegislature 
rohibiting the employment of child labor— 
aby labor—in these milis. We learned that 
all had been cut and dried before us. We 
had the bill introduced. In answer, they 
ry up the manager of a mill entirely con- 
rolled by Northern labor, a mil] that had 
been moved to the South from the heart of 
New England.

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CUBANS DOUBT INTENTIONS OF 
THE ADMINISTRATION. 


A SECRET SESSION CALLED 


Report of Their Committee, They 
Claim, Was Submitted to Secretary 
Root and Accepted. 


HAVANA, June 5.—There is a strong im- 
pression here that it will be impossible to 
effect the acceptance of the Platt amend- 
ment a second time. A secret session of 
the constitutional convention has been 
called for tomorrow to take action con- 


cerning the form of the resolution adding to 
the Cuban constitution the Platt proviso, 
with the understanding that it means what 
the Washington commission reported that 
Secretary Root said it meant. 

The conservatives say that the majority 
report of the committee on relations, ac- 
cepting the Platt amendment, including 
Secretary Root’s interpretations, was first 
submitted to Secretary Root, who found it 
satisfactory, but req@&@sted that the full text 
of the amendment be incorporated. This, 
they say, was done, and Secretary Root 
approved it. 
everal delegates attribute the attitude 
of the government to the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the insular cases, and 
suppose that the desire of the Washington 
government is to exercise a more direct 
power over Cuba than the Platt amendment 
contemplates. 


TEXAS -LUMBER COMBINE. 


Plan Under Way to Evade the State’s 
Anti-Trust Laws. 

HOUSTON, Tex., June 5.—John H. Kirby 
thinks he has a plan to evade the Texas 
anti-trust laws. For several years he has 
been trying for Boston capitalists to com- 
bine the saw mills and lumber interests of 
the state. Twelve mills are prepared to 


go into the deal. ; 
The twelve mills which have been sc- 


lected as the ones to be taken into the com- 
bine are to be bought for cash realized from 
the stock and bonds of the corporation, 
which is to have a capitalization of $12,000,- 
000, if it ever gets as far as incorporation. 
Three of the mills are located at Beaumont, 
one at Orange, one at Lake Charles, La., 
and the others at various points in the pine 
lands. The present holdings of the Kirby 
syndicate with the lands of the twelve firms 
will practically tie up every foot of pine 
timber that is left, and the other millg will 
be out of the running unless they can buy 
from the combine. The offices are to be lo- 
cated at Houston, and all of the business 
will be transacted here. The formation of 
the corporation depends on the agreement 
which fs reached at a conference to be 
held in New York next week, and it is be- 
Heved here that the whole matter now de- 
ends on the conclusions of the corpora- 
ion lawyers who believe that they can so 
frame the articles of incorporation that the 
courts of Texas will decide that there has 
been-no violation of the anti-trust law. 


CHANGED A LEGISLATIVE BILL. 


Indianapolis Judge Decides That No 
Law Covers This Offense. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 5.—Judge Al- 
ford of the Criminal Court decided that 
there is no law in this state to punish a 


man for changing an engrossed legislative 
enactment, though the changes may nulli- 
fy the bill and destroy the purpose in- 
tended. The ruling was made on an in- 
dictment, charging. W. W. Huffman, princi- 
pal secretary of the Senate, with having 
erased certain words from a pure food bill 
which had been passed by the Legislature. 
The bill was engrossed, but had not been 
enrolled, and the court held that it was not 
a public record within the meaning of the 
law and no punishment was prescribed for 
such an act. 
The indictment was quashed.

Dr. bannon of Rockford, Ill., 
pleaded for allowance for college, calling 
attention to the fact that $2900 had been 
pledged at the last biennial. but had not 
been paid. “It does not matter so much 
that these newspaper men sav we are a 
body of scrappers,”’ he said, ‘but don't let 
the report go out that we break our faith. 

The revort of the board of educat.on 
showed that the total number of students 
registered in 1899-1900 was 106 and in 1900-"01, 
x6. The percentage of professing Christians 

ong them was 60. 
"The amount received for the work has in- 
creased from $8709 in 1899 to $26,993 in 1901. 
For this constant growth in the support the 
board was grateful, and it was stated that 
the schools have in them the promise of a 
larger growth and greater fruitage iff faith- 
fully nurtured by the church. The limita- 
tion occasioned by the payment of so small 
a part of the apportionment 15 deeply to 
be regretted. 

“Profound is the conviction that unless 
the church can be aroused to a truer ap- 
prehension of the function and force of 
christian education, and a greatly increased 
influence, she must fail in taking the place 
she is called to occupy among the organized 
forces of christendom.
